although there have been many 
along the Suez Canal where Israel 
today accused Egypt of three more 
violations including another attempt 
by units of the trapped 3rd Egyptian 
Army to break out of encirclement. 
Talk of a renewal of the war 
persisted in both Tel Aviv and the 
Arab capitals despite peace efforts 
by the United States. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger conferred 
in Morocco today with King Hassan 
II, flew on to Tunis for brief talks 
thei e and was flying to Cairo tonight 


for the most crucial Middle East 
talks of his trip. 
Col. Nachman Kami, an Israeli 
military 
spokesman, 
said 
the 
Egyptian front was tense and that 
Egypt had started moving its 1st 
Army from Cairo toward the front. 
Egypt’s 2nd Army holds positions on 
the northern part of the canal near 
Qantara and 20,000 men of the 3rd 
Army are trapped at the southern 
end near Suez. 
“ We are on top of the situation,” 
Kami said. “ We are aware of what 


is going on.” 
He told a military briefing in Tel 
Aviv that Israel had lost 1,854 dead 
in the October fighting and that 
another 
1,800 
of 
the 
“ many” 
wounded remained hospitalized. It 
was the heaviest losses in any 
similar period of fighting since 
Israel was created 25 years ago. 
“ We are still concentrating on the 
ground situation,” a Kissinger aide 
said following two rounds of talks 
with Hassan. “ It is getting a little 
better, but there is a potential for 


trouble if it is unresolved. 
The “ ground situation’’ involves 
the cease-fire lines. Egypt has said 
it will resume the war if Israel does 
not return to the Oct. 22 cease-fire 
lines. Israel, which has trapped the 
Egyptian 3rd Army, refuses to 
budge until there is a prisoner of 
war exchange and arrangements for 
peace talks.

Arab 
states 
were 
still 
tightening up their strategy and 
tactics to cope with any eventuality 
and there were intense negotiations. 


Egvptian President Anwar Sadat 
had talks last week with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad who joined 
him in the war and with the leaders 
of Kuwait and Saudi Arabia who 
financed most of it. 
King Hussein of Jordan flew to the 
Saudi capital of Hiyahd today for 
talks wih King Faisal and flew back 
to Amman immediately Algerian 
President 
Houari 
Boumedienne, 
who has been touring Arab capitals, 
left Riyadh today after talks with 
Faisal.

Stormy special session 
City Council votes 3-1 


in favor of bypass 


resolution 2313-73, introduced by 
Councilman Sol Lekfowitz, which 
reaffirms the council’s support of 
the project to the state Division of 
Highways and the state Highway 
Commission, among others. The 
body 
had 
earlier 
blessed 
the 
undertaking in 1970. 


Mayor E. C. Stevens was the 
dissenter. Councilman Art Scott, 
reported ill, was the absentee. 
The council last night failed to 
pass an identical resolution intended 
for transmission to the California 
Court of Appeals, questioning its 
propriety while the freeway case is 
ongoing. A late motion by Stevens to 
request the Division to complete an 
environmental study of the project 
died for lack of a second. 


Whether or not the Division should 
be required to file such an impact 
report on the bypass under the 
California Environmental Quality 
Act is at the crux of the present 
legal proceedings. 


The four-lane loop around Lompoc 
was conceived before the CEQA 
environmental study requirement 
became law, but two local citizens 
groups, PLUS (Preserve Lompoc’s 
Unique 
Surroundings) 
and 
the 
Homeowners 
Security 
Alliance, 
have argued that 
the freeway 
project is still not legally exempt. 
Construction on the project has been 
halted since August 23 by an 
appellate court stay of construction. 


Lefkowitz, 
who 
will 
run 
for 
reelection in March of next year, 
called last night’s special meeting 
and ran into a nest of hornets. 
The stay, he said, is costing the 
state from $3,000 to $4,000 daily in 
funds to retain the contractors. 
Some $300,000 has already been 
wasted this way, he added, and to 
abandon the bypass would cost 
another $2 million It was to make 
this waste public, he said, that he 
called the meeting 
His resolution lauded the east side 
construction because, it said, it 
would draw through traffic away 
from downtown Lompoc, alleviate 
the city’s “ present position of 
isolation” and provide additional 
flood protection. 
But the affable councilman drew 
heavy fire for a clause which read. 
“ ...The vast majority of the citizens 
of Lompoc are still solidly behind 
said project and fully support the 
Division of Highways in its efforts to 
proceed with the construction of this 
needed project ”

Canada may stop U.S. oil shipments 


United Press International 
Arab threats may force Canada to 
stop shipments of some oil to the 
northeastern United States. 
The oil in question is refined in 
East Coast facilities specifically set 
up to serve the United States. 
Canada’s energy minister, Donald 
MacDonald, 
said 
Monday 
that 
diplomatic contacts indicate the 
Arab nations still list Canada as 
“ neutral” despite its oil exports to 
the United States. But he said the 
Arabs might object to the re­ 
exporting of oil to New England 
since over one-fourth is imported 
from the Arab states. 
The principal refineries involved 
are in Port Hawksbury, N.S., Saint 
John, N.B., and Come-by-Chance, 
Nfld. Their shipments to the United 
States average 100,000 barrels a day, 


most of it in the form of heating oil 
but some of it as jet fuel. 
MacDonald said if exports to the 
United 
States are 
banned, 
the 
refineries 
could 
satisfy eastern 
Canadian 
markets, 
which are 
expected to have a difficult time this 
winter meeting heating oil and gaso­ 
line needs. 
The nine Common Market foreign 
ministers have passed the buck on a 
unified stand on Arab oil cutbacks to 
a European summit conference of 
presidents 
and 
premiers 
next 
month. 
France and Holland took differin_ 
views at a meeting that lasted unti 
early today, diplomats said. French 
sources 
said 
their 
government 
wanted

had its Arab oil supplies cut off, 
wanted a statement of European 
“ solidarity” with Holland.

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At YMCA 
Belly dancing catching on in Lompoc, too

They ve been belly dancing for months in New York. 
These days it’s big with the lames in Los Angeles. 
Lompoc women picked up on it two weeks ago. 
Yvonne Wynne says “ when you’re walking down the 
street, it feels good to know you can do something that 
others can’t.’’ 
When Beverly Wise comes home her husband asks her to 
show him what she learned that night. 
After the class ends in December, Ann Percival plans to 
apply what she learned by doing the dishes while she 
wiggles 
Everyone is happy about the new belly dancing class 
started two weeks ago at the Lompoc YMCA, 222 North I St. 
So is director Dan Morse, although he didn’t expect such a 
receptive atmosphere for belly dancing, the exotic art form 
from the Middle East which was reduced to the hootchy- 
kootchy at Coney Island around 1900 by the famous Little 
Egypt. 
“ Someone called asking if the Y had a belly dancing 
class. I said no, but if we had 10 people who wanted to take 
the class I would find someone to teach it. That afternoon 
there were 20 I phone > calls,” recounted Morse 
The first belly dancing class attracted 40 local women of 
different ages and textures. Beginning its third lesson this 
Thursday, the class has been divided into two, one hour 
sessions, totalling 55 eager students. 
“ Already,” noted Morse, “ we have requests for 1974 ” 
He figures that women take the class because it’s a fun 
way to exercise, and although that may be true for many of 
the enrolled students, young Jeanne Neil Gover teaches 
belly dancing for two purposes: as an exercise and a 
sensual dance. 
Her other 
interests 
include 
reincarnation, 
yoga, 
vegetarianism 
Jeanne-Neil says belly dancing is something very natural 
and important to women and snould be passed on, from 
woman to woman It makes a woman more aware of her 
body and more aware of a man’s reaction to her body. 
“ Sensuality is not a purpose,” she feels, “ but a result of 
belly dancing ” 
It is no wonder then that belly dancing, a venerable 
Eastern dance, made a tardy but spectacular debut on the 
American scene at the World’s Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 189.1 in a carnival atmosphere that made it 
impossible to be taken seriously. 
Until a few years ago beliy dancing was called “ the 
Oriental dance, a label apparently designed to lend 
modesty by shifting the point ol reference from anatomy to 
geography. 
“ Yet. the sexual stereotype remains, and most of the 
belly dances one can see in America do little to shake it off. 
“ The ‘Oriental dancers' who suddenly became popular in 
New York five or six years ago are more in the tradition of 
American burlesque than of anything else,’ a Princeton 
University professor wrote in 1966. 
Today, belly dancing is recognized as a good, sound 
exercise that is creative, sensual, and tones the entire 
body, as well as a performing art

“ No one knows its origin,” said Jeanne-Neil, “ past 6,000 
years ago in Mesopotamia where women danced around the 
bed of a woman in labor.” 
Twenty-six year old Jeanne-Neil started dancing at age 
three.

dance, mime, and college before she married writer Robert 
Gover (“ The One Hundred Dollar Misunderstanding” ). 
They now live in the Santa Barbara area and have a four-

Jeanne-Neil got into belly dancing in Montecito by taking 
a YMCA class herself. Since then she has taken classes 
from four other dancers She recommends her Santa 
Barbara and Lompoc YMCA students to do the same thing 
There are different belly dancing styles (classical, folk) 
and each teacher develops her own steps. 
“ If you are a student of only one teacher, then you can 
only be a lesser version of that teacher," believes Jeanne- 
Neil. 
Her students learn belly dancing folklore, basic steps 
(with coordination of feet, hips, and arms), costuming, 
dancing to Eastern music, and playing the zills (finger 
symbols). 
“ By the end." she said a student will know enough to

be started in iNovemDer Dy a county mobile laboratory 
which will make ground-level air quality readings at a spot 
southeast of Solvang. 
Reynolds proposed: 
— That a consultant be utilized at a cost of $50,000 to 
insure that the one-year study of the valley’s air quality 
levels and air pollution potential is “ adequate and 
meaningful” Preliminary proposals have been made by 
North American Weather Consultants and the Sidney R. 
Franker Group. 
— That Santa Ynez Valley airport weather observation 
equipment be augmented at a cost of $5,000, and that an 
additional $5,000 oe provided to cover research and field 
studies of plant damage.

Zaca Lake owners 
against state 
operation 


Third District Supervisor James M

Fully 16 of 22 speakers from the floor had come to tell 
him he was wrong. 
Bruce Sharpe, counsel for PLUS in the freeway case, 
described “ major opposition” to the bypass project, which 
he termed “ either a white elephant or a Trojan horse.” If 
the new road were never linked to a larger freeway system, 
Sharpe expanded, it would.be useless. If it were to fall into 
place in a larger scheme, he indicated, it would only bring 
the valley noise, air pollution and multiple environmental 
headaches. 
“ Doesn’t it occur to you,” he asked Lefkowitz in a verbal 
skirmish, “ that a lot of people like it isolated here?” 
Sandra Podurgiel, a school teacher who said that no one 
has asked her if she was behind the project during her five 
years in Lompoc4, asked Lefkowitz who he thought was 
behind it. 
“ All the people that I ’ve talked to, except a few groups 
who are represented here,” was his reply. 
Other opposition included a unanimous resolution from 
the 
Lompoc-Vandenberg 
Branch 
of 
the 
American 
Association of University Women, which called for a non­ 
binding plebiscite (a vote of the people) to determine where 
Lompocans really stand, and a resolution from the Arguello 
Group of the Los Padres Chapter of the Sierra Club 
Mike Henderson of 3452 Via Arnez opined that in 
welcoming the bypass without a full EIS, Lompocans would 
only be “ trespassing on ourselves ” 
Supporters for the new four-iane road asserted that it 
woula attract investors ana economic stability to the Valley 
and divert rising through traffic away from the center of 
town — and without ontoward environmental damage. 
“ 1 feel you have to have a good transportation system in 
your city for it to be a successful city,” said Ed Rodgers, 


321 East Locust, an engineer. Rodgers also asserted that 
the valley atmospheric inversion layer wouldn’t collect 
smog because its Dase is above the altitude of surrounding 
hills. 
Harley Craig, 25-year highways chairman of the Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce said, “ we’re trying to 
upgrade the road system in Lompoc... To me it isn’t a 
hignway built for today; it’s built for the future.” 
But, on community reaction to it, Craig assessed, “ I 
would say it’s probably a 50-50 deal in town, 50 for and 50 
against.” 


“ I consider it a good thing for Lompoc,” Lefkowitz stated 
amidst a reception that verged on cat calls, “ I just can’t 
understand the venom and vitriolic attacks for just a little 
bypass around the city...What I ’m saying is let’s get on with 
the 
construction 
and 
let 
the 
judgement 
on 
the 
environmental impact come later. ” 
Councilman Emil Scolari voted yes, favoring a more 
developed local transportation system, and Councilman 
George Cotsenmoyer explained his yes partially by 
referring to investors preference for good transportation 
and citing what he saw as a long silence from bypass 
opponents. 


Stevens stressed that he still supports the controversial 
peripheral freeway, but not without the qualification of an 
environmental impact study.

The Local Agency Formation Commission, which faces 
the formidable task of making decisions concerning 
incorporation bids for Goleta Valley, Hope Ranch Park and 
Isla Vista, has been informed the Goleta Valley petition 
encompasses lands that should be retained for agricultural 
purposes. 
Attorney George Cavalletto, owner of the Glen Annie 
agricultural preserve and other orchard land in the west 
valley area, contended there was “ nothing wrong” in 
setting up “ 20 or 30 year” agricultural preserve pacts 
rather than the 10-year pact under the county’s present land 
conservation program. 


And Mayor David Shiffman, of Santa Barbara, goes 
Cavalletto one or two better in this respect. 
Shiffman said eventually “ we’ll see 99-year contracts” 
guaranteeing the integrity of agricultural lands. 


Cavalletto, who has requested LAFCOconsider a “ sphere 
of 
influence” 
to 
protect 
agricultural 
lands 
from 
encroaching urban areas in the county, declared: 
“ Agriculture needs citification like it needs a hole in the 
head.” 


He would have LAFCO or other suitable agencies draw a 
line separating present and potential agricultural lands 
from urban areas which threaten to spread out and take 
them over. 
Cavelletto said he now has about 7,400 acres and is “ on 
the way to having 10,000” in the west valley area. 


He declared he has the hope that supplemental water will 
be supplied the area from Stow Ranch to the Tajiguas area, 
where avacado orchards could supply the ‘ substantial 
demand” now existing. 
Should Goleta Valley become a city, LAFCO should see to 
it that agricultural lands in the western area remain in the 
county, the attorney-rancher stated. 


The Goleta Valley Chamber of Commerce incorporation 
petition, the second of three placed before LAFCO in a 15- 
day period last month, includes the entire Goleta County 
Water District and agricultural lands, it was shown.

WASHINGTON (U P Ii — A House Ways and Means sub­ 
committee has recommended that Social Security benefits 
be increased 12 per cent during 1974. to be financed with 
higher taxes for upper income wage earners. 
Stephen 
Kurzmar, 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare, cautioned the panel he would 
recommend that President Nixon veto the proposal. 
The full committee had been scheduled to vote Monday on 
a Social Security increase, already scheduled for House 
floor action Wednesday, but delayed a vote until Tuesday 
morning at the request of Republicans 
Committee sentiment appeared to lean heavily toward 
the increase recommended by the subcommittee. 
Following a day of proposals, counter proposals and com­ 
promises. the committee appeared to have boiled its 
choices down to: 
—The subcommittee proposal for a 12 per cent increase 
with 7 per cent effective in March 3 checks, and the 
remaining 5 per cent coming probably in November or 
December 
—A 10 per cent increase effective with July 3 checks. The 
administration said it could live with this proposal. 
The increases in both proposals would amount to granting 
early payment of the scheduled Jan 1, 1975, cost of living 
increase, considered certain to be at least 11.5 per cent. 
Any early increase would be subtracted from that. 
Both proposals contemplate an increase to $13,200 in the 
salary base on which Social Security payroll taxes must be 
paid In 1974 the base will be set at $12,600. 
The committee appeared determined to hold to the 
present tax rate of 5 85 per cent, thus not increasing taxes 
in lower income brackets. 
Whether the full House and Senate would go along with 
this proposal is in question The Senate Finance Committee 
already has approved a 7 per cent increase on enactment, 
but with no increase in taxes. 


Escape leaders sentenced 


BER LIN (UF’I ) — Western officials said today East Ger­ 
many might start pressuring the West into banning escape 
organizations following the convictions of three refugee 
helpers at a highly publicized Communist trial. 
An East Berlin court sentenced two West Germans and a 
West Berliner Monday to prison terms of up to 11 Vi years 
for charging fees as high as $6,700-a-person to smuggle re­ 
fugees out of East Germany. 
it is obvious that one of the main purposes of the show 
trial was to lay a foundation for a demand that the West ban 
the refugee helpers,” a Western allied official said. 
“ Another aim was to frighten potential refugees and the 
escape organizations. ” 
Judge Heinz Hugot said the trial showed escape organiza­ 
tions could not operate without the active support of West 
Berlin and West German authorities.

Carr, Edward G. Gibson and William R. Pogue completed 
the last ground rehearsals Monday for their record wFday 
stay aboard the Skylab space station, waiting 270 miles up 
in Earth orbit for their arrival. 
If the trio of rookie space pilots have a successful mission 
going for them after eight weeks, they’ll likely get approval 
to continue with their scientific research flight for up to 85 
days. 
A 224-foot Saturn IB rocket, with a crew ferry spaceship 
perched atop it, was poised on the launch pad to thrust the 
astronauts up to the eight-room station at 11:41 a.m. EST 
Saturday. Tne countdown was in a hold until Thursday 
morning 
Doctors will keep a close watch over Carr, Gibson and 
Pogue the rest of the week, but today’s physical 
examination was their last major hurdle to being declared 
fit to make the trip. 


Photo of comet released 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) — The first photo of the comet 
Kohoutek, captured while it was still nearly 200 million 
miles 
from 
earth 
was 
released 
Monday 
by 
Hale 
Observatories. 
The photo was snapped in the early morning hours of Oct. 
31 by Martin McCarthy, a Jesuit priest-astronomer with the 
Vatican Observatory at Castel Gandolfo, the Papal summer 
residence. He is currently visiting the Hale Observatories. 
McCarthy was studying a group of bright stars with the 
48-inch Schmidt telescope on Mt. Palomar when he was 
asked by Hale officials to photograph the comet. 
The photo is believed to be the first to show the comet’s 
developing coma—the gassy envelope surrounding its solid 
nucleus—and a dusty tail, estimated to be 50 million to 100 
million miles long. 
The photo was taken while the comet—not expected to be 
visible to the naked eye until the end of November or early 
December — was 196,230,000 miles from earth.

Supreme Court decision 
made retroactive 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Thousands of persons jailed for 
misdemeanors when they didn’t have A lawyer will be able 
to clear their records under a Supreme Court decision in an 
Ohio case. 
Without bothering to hear arguments, the court in a one- 
paragraph opinion on Monday, made retroactive a 1972 
decision that no defendent may be imprisoned, even for a 
petty offense, unless he has been represented by an 
attorney. 
Richard Berry of Cinncinatti brought the retroactivity 
question to the court, urging that his misdemeanor 
sentence be invalidated, although it was imposed before the 
1972 pronouncement. 
The court’s unsigned opinion in Berry's favor noted that a 
person carries certain disabilities and burdens as a result 
having served time. For instance, under state laws he 
cannot engage in certain businesses requiring a license, 
such as driving a taxi. 
If he gets in trouble again, he may draw a stiffer sentence 
as a second offender. An alien might find it difficult to 
acquire citizenship. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — California, putting the brakes 
to gasoline consumption in the “ energy crisis,’ has ordered 
the maximum 70 m.p h speed limit on certain freeways cut 
back to 65 m.p.h. 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, chairman of the newly created 
state Energy Planning Council which issued the order 
Monday, said an even further speed limit reduction may be 
in the works if it is found “ desirable.” 
The Highway Patrol reported it may step up enforcement 
on the affected stretches, at least for awhile. 
Under the order, designed to save an estimated 10 million 
gallons of gasoline and diesel fuel annually, the reduction 
will apply to 1,450 miles of rural freeway statewide 
effective Dec. 1. 


One of the longest single stretches involved will be 
Interstate 5 from southern San Joaquin Countv all the wav 
through Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno and King’s counties to 
the south of the Grapevine Undercrossing in Kern County. 
The energy council put the final touches on the speed 
limit reduction order after previously receiving broad 
approval from Gov. Ronald Reagan’s cabinet. 


Reinecke said both the state and federal governments are 
studying to “ determine if a further speed limit reduction 


would be desirable." 
In a speech to the Sacramento Comstock Club later, he 
blamed the reduction on the oil shortage caused by “ the 
virtual blackmailing” by Arab countries who control 
Middle East oil supplies, 
“ This action will postpone, not solve, the energy crunch,” 
he said. “ The real answer to the energy shortage in the 
short run is to change our life style.” 
The Highway Patrol said it foresaw “ no problem” if 
motorists observed the curtailed speed limit but if noj^ “ We 
foresee a short period when speed enforcement will be 
increased.” 
The basic maximum speed limit in California is 65 m.p.h 
for cars and buses and i>5 m.p.h. for big trucks. The state 
administration can, however, authorize a 70 m.p.h. max­ 
imum limit on certain stretches of freeway which meet 
safety and design standards. 
The state Department of Transportation estimates that 
about seven billion miles were traveled at 70 m.p.h. last 
year in California, compared with 35 billion at 65 m.p.h. 
Reinecke also announced he soon will propose a voluntary 
“ citizen 
energy 
conservation 
program” 
of 
actions 
Californians could take to save energy He said it would 
involve such things as “ unscrewing every other light bulb.” 
Brother acquitted of mercy killing 


FREEH O LD , N.J. (U PI) — Lester Zygmaniak, 23, who 
shot his brother George to death wnile George lay 
paralyzed in a hospital bed, was acquitted of murder 
Monday by a jury that found him temporarily insane when 
he fired the fatal shot. 
The killing of the crippled brother became known as a 
“ mercy killing,’’ although defense lawyers did not use 
thore words in arguments. 
Lester testified he told his brother: “ I am here to end 
your pain.” 
“ I walked over to the room, looked in and saw my 
brother. I asked him if he was in pain, a lot of pain. He 
nodded: ‘Yes’.” 
Then, according to Lester’s testimony, he shot his 
brother with a sawed off shotgun once in the head, and after 
he put his hand on his brother’s heart and said: “ God bless 
you, George, I ’m sorry it had to happen like this.” 


George died 27 hours later. 
To back up the claim of a mercy killing, Georce’s widow 
related in court testimony during the trial that the night of 
the shooting her husband screamed: 
“ Swear to God for me that you won’t let me live. Promise 
you won’t interfere, swear to God you won’t interfere.” 


The jury could have convicted Lester of first or second 
degree murder, or acquitted him by reason of insanity, 
either temporary or permanent. 
Mercy killing is not considered acceptable defense under 
New Jersey law. 


George’s widow, Jeannette, took Lester’s arm and the 
pair walked out of the courtroom as some 75 spectators 
watched quietly. Superior Court Judge M. Raymond 
McGowan had warned the gallery against any outburst 
when the verdict was read.

tract hi this suburban city 15 miles 
south of San Diego. 
The issue is billed by some here as 
the most important ever to come 
before the city. Opponents say it 
would change the quiet residential 
nature of the city and create traffic, 
congestion and crime.

Kids football: how much fun in 530-0?

Win!

WIN!

HUNTINGTON, Long Is­ 
land - (NEA) — When the 
Huntington Hornets football 
team chants this ode to suc­ 
cess before every practice, 
the players mean it. Each of 
them gets a proper scowl on 
his face, raises his fingers 
like claws — and growls. 
The players are 11 years 
old. Repeat, 11. 
And not only do the tykes 
mean it, they do it. “This is a 
real superteam ,’’ says Hor­ 
nets coach Vince Conforti. 
“We haven’t been defeated in 
three years. Last season we 
scored 530 points to zero. We 
had games 70 to nothing. I 
think we had one where we 
scored 80. These kids really 
got it in their gut.” 
No doubt each kid does 
have “it” in his gut. Certainly, 
at 11 years of age, they do not 
have “it” in their souls. And 
thus as organized football 
rolls into gear once again in 
America, an old, usually ig­ 
nored, but important question 
is raised anew: 
What is this “it” being put 
in our children’s stomachs? 
The late Green Bay Packer 
coach Vince Lombardi said it 
b e s t : “ W i n n i n g i s n ’t 
everything — it’s the only 
thing.” And in the context of 
his business, that of a profes­ 
sional paid-to-win, he was 
correct. The biggies can ill 
afford charity. 
The trouble is that Lom ­ 
bardi’s bleak and altogether 
sa d phil osophy h as b e e n 
adopted by virtually all foot­ 
ball coaches and organiza­ 
tions in the land. Today not 
only the Packers think win­ 
ning is the only thing, but so 
do a million boys playing 
tackle football each tall and 
three million boys playing 
baseball each spring, and un- 


told numbers of other kids - 
many as young as eight and 
weighing as few as 40 pounds 
— who are competing in the 
most adult children’s game in 
U.S. history. 
Indeed, there are few or­ 
ganized fun games anymore. 
The Huntington Hornets, as 
example, do not start their 
seasonal football practice in 
July because it’s fun to work 
out in 85-degree heat. The 
idea is to win. The 22 kids on 
th is te a m , a n d the 1,100 
others who play junior foot­ 
ball in this town (the Hun­ 
tington football league is one 


of the largest in the nation), 
a r e n o t o u t h e r e f or 
mumbletypeg. They have tra­ 
dition to follow, honors to live 
up to, and parents to impress. 
The parents, perhaps, are 
the most important motiva­ 
tion. Tony Franz, vice presi­ 
d e n t of th e H u n tin g to n 
League, says, “Some of these 
adults go out of their heads 
here. I’ve seen fistfights be­ 
tween p arents.’’ Naturally, 
the kids see this, too, and 
draw the obvious conclusion: 
This gam e must be impor­ 
tant. 
“Some of the kids,” says 
Franz, “ go at it too hard. 
Maybe the parents are at 
fault. I look at some of the 
boys and I swear they’ll be 
taking tranquilizers by the 
time they’re 14.” 
Tranquilizers or no, there is 
evidence that children do not 
operate normally under the 
stress of must-win competi­ 
tion. A few years ago, as ex­ 
ample, a University of Okla­ 
homa psychologist named Dr. 
Muzafer Sherif took a num­ 
ber of 11-year-old boys to a 
special camp. There he split 
them into two groups and 
forced them into strenuous 
competition, day after day, 
gam e after game, with the 
emphasis on the old Lombar­ 
di ideology. 
R a th e r th an accep t the 
gam es in good spirit, how­ 
ever, or learn the lesson of 
sp o rtsm an sh ip , the Sherif 
kids becam e hostile to one 
annthpr 
Thpv shoved and

cursed during the games, and 
plotted against each other 
during the nights. The com­ 
p e tito rs , in o th e r w ords, 
c o u ld not liv e t o g e t h e r 
peacefully. 
Recalling the Sherif ex­ 
periment here is not to say, of 
course, that competition is 
unneauhy for children. “It we 
d id n ’t have co m petition," 
says one child psychologist, 
“we’d have to invent it.’’ But 
there is a difference between 
competition and the grown­ 
up s t r e s s m a n y y o u n g 
athletes experience today. 
“I’ve got a neighbor who 
plays for the New York Jets," 
s a y s H u n t i n g t o n ’s Tony 
Fraza. “He says our kids turn 
out just like the pros. In fact, 
h e s a y s we do m o r e 
calisthenics than they do." 
No doubt. Many of the 
junior footballers in America 
do work like professionals. 


Some coaches insist their 
teams watch Sunday football 
games on TV for “experi­ 
ence." Parents who complain 
about 11-year-olds coming 
home after dark on school 
nights are shrugged off. The 
Huntington Hornets, for one, 
even follow the professional 
strateg ies; coach Conforti 
runs them out of the T, the I 


and even the Wishbone for­ 
mation — “I guess we have 
50-60 plays. These kids learn 
football pretty well." 
But do they learn much 
else? Do they learn that win­ 
ning is not necessarily the 
ultimate, that cooperation is 
often superior? 
During Dr. Sherif’s com­ 
petition experiments in the 
Oklahoma camp, the hostility 
grew so intense that re- 
c*»arr,hi»r<s had to do a com* 


harmony among the kids. The 
win-win-win edict was drop­ 
ped and in its place Dr. Sherif 
introduced cooperative com­ 
petition. He secretly turned 
off the only w aterpipe in 
camp and told the boys there 
was a water crisis. Thus con­ 
fronted, the boys worked to­ 
gether in coordinated teams 
and turned the pipe back on 
in a few hours. 
In an honest sense, the 
Lombardis of the world are 
correct when they say that 
society is dog eat dog. It may 
also be true that football, to 
some small extent, teaches 
boys early the nature of life. 
But psychologists say that 
losing also has its meaning 
and its re w a rd s; and its 
lesson is not so much for the 
gut but for a little higher up 
the spiritual and physical 
system.

In spite* of the somewhat discouraging report on fishing 
out of Port San Luis last week, things took a decided turn 
for the better as far as the salmon were concerned The 


C h in o o k s returned all of a sudden, and limits were the order 
of the day. 
Six-day returns, as tabbed by Harbor Associates, showed 
82 boats came in with almost 17(1 fish, all of good size, some 
running as high as 30 pounds 
Probably the proudest angler was Ronnie Heavcner of 
Lompoc who caught and landed a 10 pounder! 
As usual the rock fishing has been good, though with the 
salmon run there was not much fisning pressure in this 
direction The fish were reported close in, between the Red 
Light and Pismo pier using anchovy baits with a flasher 
The use of a flasher was the cause of some conversation, 
as anglers reported that in the morning the fish would not 
be attracted without a flasher, whereas in the late 
afternoon they were not interested in this attraction, and 
would not hit until it was removed 
PARTY BOATS 
tip to the weekend, there was little activity by the party 
boats. The A B.C. was out last Friday The Sato boats 
started on salmon Sunday and will run as long as the fish 
and customers are there Some of the boats have found 
bonito taking their lures, a peculiarity, as they are really a 
warm water fish, whereas the salmon like cold water So it 
is hard to figure what really gives in this fishing business 
In the Ventura-Oxnard area, rock fishing is apparently 
the main attraction, though it is possible a few salmon 
might find their way south So it looks like the salmon 
season may end up in a blaze of glory 
Surf fishing off Oceano Beach was exceptionally good last 
week, with quite a run of large barred perch. Some have 
been taken on small shiny lures in the area of Oso Flaeo 
Creek, but the clam bait is still the main attraction for sui f 
fishing 
FRESHWATER 
Cachuma and Casitas Lakes report fishing for planted 
trout is good, Catfishing at Cachuma has been good, with 
many sizeable cats being taken on anchovy bait.

Laguna Lake had a planting also, but we saw no activity 
last week, so presume they were strictly on a “ put ana 
take” basis And the same applied to Atascadero Lake, 
which is low and weedy. 
The general trout season is now nearing its end. at least 
in parts of the state However, in most places all that 
happens is a change in the limit to five trout. So far, the 
new regulations have not been adopted by the commission, 
but we anticipate quite a few changes, such as an all-time 
five trout limit, and an overhauling of the present districts 
LOBSTER BUST 
And still crime does not pay, at least with our fish and 
game personnel They seized 1,500 pounds of lobster tails on 
an incoming boat in Orange County. The size of the 
lobsters, who previously owned the tails, could not be 
ascertained. As a result the boat owner was cited for 
violation of the Fish and Game Code which states that it is 
unlawful to possess on any boat or to bring ashore any 
limited fish in such a condition that the size or weight 
cannot be ascertained. 
This law is intended, in the case of lobsters, to prevent 
the taking of shorts-lobsters with body shells less than 31/» 
inches in length, are too young to spawn 
For the past 20 years there has been a steady decline in 
this resource, due, according to a DFG official, mainly 
thru taking shorts during the closed season There is 
apparently a very lucrative market for lobster tails, and 
even bootlegged shorts may bring from $15 to $20 a dozen 
(no doubt accounting for the price of a lobster tail dinner in 
local restaurants). 
To avoid the spawning season, the taking of lobster, both 
commercial and sport fishing, is set for the first 
Wednesday in October thru the first Wednesday after 
March 15. There is no limit on commercial fishing, but 
sports divers may take seven per day

THE W ORRY W A R T 
Lighter Side

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The fuel and power shortages 
predicted for the winter already have begun to develop. But 
there definitely is no shortage of suggestions for coping 
with the energy crisis. 
Interior Secretary Rogers Morton recommends long un­ 
derwear. The Wool Bureau advises switching from synthet­ 
ics to woolen clothing Exhortations and admonitions of this 
sort are pouring in from all directions. 
Oil, gas and power companies plug conservation in their 
advertising. A return to Daylight Saving Time, a 
nationwide 50 m.p.h. speed limit and curtailed use of public 
buildings have been suggested. 
And if this isn’t enougn, here are a few more ways to save 
electricity, gasoline and heating oil: 
—Replace the chandeliers and other electric Ugnting 
fixtures in your home with walrus blubber lamps. Your 
Eskimo friends will be glad to send you a supply of blubber, 
or, if you have a spare bedroom, you can grow your own 
walruses, which adds to the fun. 
—With central heating readily available, we have tended 
to overlook a major potential source of warmth—namely, 
body heat. 
Three or four cows, for example, give off enough body 
heat to keep the average-sized room comfortable in 
moderately cold weather, especially if you wear a light 
sweater. 
(Note: This method void in communities where local 
zoning ordinances prohibit domiciling livestock.) 
—Up to 20 per cent better gasoline mileage can be ob­ 
tained if you drive your car in a northwesterly direction, 
taking advantage of the magnetic currents that flow along 
the polar axis and attract the metal parts of the vehicle. 
Commuters, where possible, should move to the 
southeast suburbs, and motorists living below the 42nd 
Parallel should take their vacations in Maine. 
—Hot air, physicists tell us, rises. But we spend most of 
our time down on the floor, where the air is coolest. If we 
spent more time up near the ceiling, we could lower the 
thermostat by 5 to 10 degrees and save upwards of 27.9 per 
cent on heating oil consumption. 
—Another application of the hot air principle may be seen 
in the fact that some 40 per cent of our body heat escapes 
from the top of our heads when we go around without a hat. 
It is impolite to wear a hat in the house, but if you crawl 
around on your hands and knees when indoors the heat 
escaping from your head will help warm the room as it 
rises. 
TV in review

HOLLYWOOD (U PI) 
— One company—Tandem 
Productions—turns out three of network television’s top 
comedy series: “ All In The Family,” “ Sanford and Son ’ 
and “ Maude.” 
And now another company— Lorimar Productions, which 
turns out the hit CBS-TV series “ The Waltons” —has 
emerged as a remarkably successful source of network 
video shows that seem concentrated primarily in the drama 
area. 
Lorimar Projects are popping up all over television these 
days—as weekly series, mini-series, potential series and 
one-hsot entries. 
For example, starting next Tuesday, NBC-TV will 
present, on four consecutive nights, for an hour each night, 
a Lorimar mini-series adaptation of policeman-author 
Joseph Wambaugh’s novel “ The Blue Knight,” starring 
William Holden. 
In addition, Lorimar has a periodic ABC-TV series, “ Doc 
Elliot,” which has attractive potential as a weekly entry 
with its tales of a physician (James Franciscus) who gave 
up a New York City career to open a practice in a remote 
area of Colorado. * 
What’s more, another weekly Lorimar series, “ Apple's 
Way,” which will have its debut on CBS-TV Feb. 10, and 
was created by the man who created “ The Waltons,” Earl 
Hamner. 
According to CBS-TV, the new series, which will be 
presented tor an hour at 7:30 p.m. (EST) Sunday nights, 
“ concerns a successful, 40-year-old Los Angeles architect 
who returns with his wife and four children to live in his 
home town of Appleton, Iowa.” 
Says Hammer: “ At a time when our country is approach­ 
ing its 200th birthday, it is appropriate that we present to 
the American people an affirmation of those values which 
have sustained us during those 200 years. The embodiment 
of those values is a man named George Apple. He honors 
his family, his God and his country ... he continues striving 
to attain the American dream.” 
“ Apple’s Way” will replace “ The New Perry Mason” 
series, CBS-TV’s unsuccessful attempt to update, with a 
different cast, the old video hit about the famous fictional 
attorney. 
Competing head-on with “ Apple’s Way” will be two 
formidable, long-running series, NBC-TV’s Walt Disney 
hour and ABC-TVVThe FB I.” 
Lorimar, meanwhile, is scheduled to have a two-hour 
drama special on ABC-TV Christmas Eve—again based on 
characters developed by Hamner — and its unique theme 
would also seem to have tantalizing television possibilities 
beyond a one-shot show if executed effectively. ABC-TV 
says the tale, “ Christmas Dreams,” is set in 1939, and 
describes it as: 
“ The story of an impoverished (black) minister who 
moves from Arkansas to Los Angeles with his family to 
assume a pastorate He finds that the diminished congrega­ 
tion cannot afford to pay him a salary, and the mortgaged 
church is soon to be fazed to make way for a shopping 
center.”

New threat 


The dire consequences ot a fuel shortage 
were certainly highlighted last week when 
California's 
Deputy 
Director 
of 
Agriculture stated that the wheels of 
California’s $6 billion agriculture industry 
could grind to a halt at any time because of 
the critically short supply of diesel fuel. 
Hartzell said the shortage would affect 
the present harvesting of rice, corn, 
sorghum and sugar beets and pose a 
servere threat to winter plowing for all 
spring planting. 
To add to the crisis, Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke predicts that the new federal 
program of fuel allocation will result in 
many school closures because of fuel 
shortages for buses.

Reinecke blames the impending crisis 
on the federal government calling the fuel 
allo catio n 
program 
a 
cla ss ic 
“ bureaucratic foulup.” 
Under the federal allocation program 
which went into effect last Thursday, 
states will get monthly amounts of fuel 
equal to the corresponding month of 1972. 
A new state Energy Planning Council 
has been recently formed to seek out 
solutions to the daily, growing fuel crisis. 
It would seem very likely that their first 
attack would be on easing of the federal 
fuel allocation program if such dire 
consequences are 
going to 
result 
in 
agriculture and schools as the result of the 
program. 


Vindication of detente? 


Poor Mr. Nixon is entitled to such 
satisfaction as he deserves, and the 
other day at the press conference he 
was visibly buoyed by the “ success” 
of his negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. By the vindication of detente. 
If it had not been — the President 
said in effect — for my painstaking 
approaches to the Soviet Union over 
the past year and a half, who knows 
what 
would have 
happened: 
a 
confrontation between 
American 
and Russian troops in the Mideast 
certainly, and, beyond that, perhaps 
even 
the 
dread 
world 
war. 
Presidents who avoid world wars 
are certainly entitled to public 
gratitude, roughly in proportion as 
their ingenuity was responsible for 
avoiding that war. 
I 
do 
not 
wish 
(here) to disparage 
Mr. Nixon’s man- 
euverings 
of 
last 
week, merely to ask 
whether one should 
leap— as Mr. Nixon 
would have us do — 
to the conclusion 
that detente was the 
cornerstone of last 
week s success. 
Surely it is reasonable to suppose 
that the Soviet Union does not desire 
a world war. At least not for so long 
as a world war would mean the 
destruction of the Soviet Union. I 
cannot imagine a Soviet leader 
disdaining to pick up the hot line to 
discuss a looming emergency with 
the President of the United States, 
on the grounds that said President 
had not a ) recently traveled to 
Russia, 
b) 
recently 
offered 
American wheat for sale, or c) 
recently agreed to another round of 
relative U.S. disarmament. 
We have faced crises with the 
Soviet Union before, and at times 
when the cold war was at its coldest. 
President 
Eisenhower 
landed 
American troops in Lebanon. A year 
or two later Krushchev announced 
his intention of taking Berlin, and 
President Eisenhower announced 
his intention of hanging on to Berlin. 
Meanwhile,

President Eisenhower ordered the 
7th Fleet to patrol the relevant 
strait, and, as we all know, Quemoy 
and Matsu are still there. President 
Kennedy ordered Krushchev to take 
his missiles out of Cuba and stuff 
them 
back 
into 
the 
socialist 
motherland, and Khruschev did so. 
It would not have been pleasing, 
for aesthetic reasons, if Presidents 
Eisenhower and Kennedy had, after 
these various crises, called press 
conferences at which they had said: 
If it had not been for the tough line 
taken with the Soviet Union, we’d 
have stood to lose in the offshore 
islands., in Berlin... in Cuba. 
Mr. Nixon’s contention that the 
Mideast cease-fire is a bloom of 
detente is preposterous. It is a pity 
that the reporters in the room were 
so anxious 
to 
turn the press 
conference into an examination of 
Watergate that no one asked the 
primary question, namely : Why did 
we come close to a confrontation 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
in the 
Mideast? 
Detente started formally in May 
of 1972, and here we were, November 
of 1973, and the Soviet Union a) 
provisions a war in the Mideast, b) 
threatens to intercede with Soviet 
military, and c) (this is the report 
from 
one 
news 
m agazine), 
threatens physically to destroy the 
State 
of 
Israel, 
to 
whose 
independence the United States is 
formally pledged. 


Now it does not surprise one that 
the Soviet Union was kept from 
carrying out its threats — we still 
have an army, and a navy, and an 
air force. What is surprising, for 
those who believe in detente, is that 
the Soviet Union is still making 
threats. The idea of detente is to 
stop making threats, to stop relying 
on force. Where has the Soviet 
Union shown a disposition to stop 
relying on force? Certainly not in its 
internal policies, where force is the 
routine 
weapon 
routinely 
used 
against disenters. Certainly not in 
its vast empire of satellites, where 
force is the glue that sticks it all 
together. Far from vindicating the 
policy of detente, the events of last 
week proved that the Soviet Union is 
continuing to opportunize in behalf 
of its old imperialistic policies. It is, 
in a word, more of the same. 
The next question to ask the 
President is: if we project the 
relative decrease in our military 
strength over the next five or six 
years, can you assure us that we 
would be in a position to stop the 
Soviet Union in a crisis of this sort? 
And if not, what force is Israel 
going to rely upon, in her next war, 
to contain a Soviet- backed effort to 
destroy her? 
Surely 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee should, at this 
point, call in representatives of the 
chiefs of staff, and ask them the 
question: if the Soviet Union had 
called our bluff, what would we have 
done about it? It may be that as the 
situation gets hotter, 
President 
Nixon gets cooler. But all the while, 
the United States gets weaker.
